and zeal which the importance of such a Cause, 
at this present hour, requires and demands. I 
considered k m this maooer, because whatever 
affefts Ireland, muit affed the exiftencc and safety 
of Great Britain, and of all the dependencies, 
.territories, and possessions annexed to the Crown. 

I think Dr. Duigenan might hare adopted the 
Tciy words of Cicero againft Antony, That 
Orator requeued indulgence and atEention when 
bespoke of himself; but as to the enemy of 
his cotmtry, he exclaimed with confidence?

tn Dn DuigenftftS Answer, thcBt i& the vigour, 
the manlinefs, the cour^i the impetuosity, the 
indignation, and the thunder of »a orator, fbd- 
ing for the wrongs of his country, and the 
horrors of rebellioni againft a Mao, whose poluiod 
conduct and character hftve ranked him smot^ 
the domeftick enemies of Ireland. Agvnst ^ 
' B a maa 
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man, viho appe«s to have imposed himself upoft 
bis credulous country, under the pretence of 
brilliant talents and rhetorical exertions. Against 
U man, who boasts that in the hour of distress, ie 
'extorted from the timid and feeble Minister 
of the day, and from aft improvident British Par- 
liamieat, siich autcessions, as have been since proved 
to be inconvenient, artd sometimes in direct 
opposition to the essential welfare of Ireland. 
Against a man. who received the most extravagant 
and dispropoftioned rewards for' very equivocaj 
services, and; who has now (f) iled to England 
from his own country, from that hue and cry of 
every loyal subjeA, which pursued him from the 
Castle, to the shop and to the cottage.

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1 have DO concern with Mr. Grattan, iiut Iq 
his publick capacity, as his actions, his writings 
and his speeches have demonstrated and declared, 
it to the world. He has signed with his own 
hand all the doctrines, which have been discussed* 
exposed, and confuted. 

In Mr. Grattan's Address wefind,aslthiak,false 
filcts, even of the day, false history, false reasoning, 
false premises, and false conclusions. There is 
inanity of sound, and shallowness of ai^ument. 
We observe the glosses of the sophist, and all the 
purple patches in the rhetorician's cloak. It is 
£uch a tiisue of the most unfounded assertions, 
rebellious doctrines,and treasonable sentiments, as . 
have discovered, and proved to the loyal subjects 
of Great Britain and Ireland, who and what 
B 3 Mr. 
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Mr. GAattan is. But I refer to the caustkfe 
discussions of pr. Duigen^ri, vhose answer, J 
hope, will be read in thjs cquntry ; for it does not 
concern Ireland alone. 

When William Wood and his associates had 
been confounded by the eloquence and energy of 
Dean Swift, (a man to whom Mr, Grattan bears 
not the least resemblance in the powers of 
his mind,) the Copper Captain of that day 

- continued bis calumnies in the newspapers. I 
think that Mr. Grattan has been so examined, 
so exposed, so probed to thequick in his political 
edacity by Dr. Duigenaq, that his letters, full of 
sound and fury in the Dublin and London News-: 

, papers, and signifyipg little, c^beconsidered only 
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as shrieks similar to those of William Wood, in~ 
similar Ebonies. Some of bis doctrines, and pubtick- 
conduct, are briefly exposed in this Poem; as sud 
statesmen should be held up tothc publick in every 
point of view, that we may always know who and 
what they are, and judge them from their own 
mouth. *' Licet omnibus, licet etiam mihi,

I hav« observed, that this Poem was occa- 
sioned chiefly, but not zo/iolly, by the appearance 
and residence of Mr, Grattan in the vilUge 
B 4 of

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of Twit'pam on the banks of the Thames, thp 
»7icient and favourite abode of cur great Poet, 
U is not unnatural to imagine his indignation 
^t such vicinity. No man could have felt 
greater hoiror at the scenes of democratlck 
France, the fiafial fanalkksy and rebellious dis- 
oi^niaers of Ireland, and the projected, but 
baffled, plots of the Jacobins in Great Britain, 
than Mr. Pope. 

To suppose indeed, that the spirits of departed 
poets are ^cqu&iiited with the passing scenes 
of this lower wprld, is an indulgence which 
has always beeii granted. I think no apolt^ 
for the supposition can be required or expected, 
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5ut if any person should be so very reasonable, 
and so very unpoetical 3s to demand it, I 
ipust consign him to the custody of the 
Governor of Tilljury Fort \i\ the days of Queen 
£U^bcth> who declared, that no man cap see 
what is nqt to be seen ; or hear, what is not 
to be heard, fe) A sentence indeed of great 
truth, but which, I fear, would overtbcow from 
(heir foundation, some of the best poetical 
fefcriclB ift every language, 

Jt has been declared of Satire, that 
** She alone of all her poetical sisters is 
** uncqnqperable, never to be silenced, when truly 
** inspired and animated, as should seem fiom 
above,

subject whatsoever Is introduced, which has 

not some reference to the welfare, support, and 

stability of these kingdocis, and their consti-* 

tutional governipent, ii^ this hour of dangpr and 

experiment. Th^e is no subject in it which 

tlie great moral and national Poet, who is 

tnf^td to speak, would not b^ve thought 

worthy either of his casual notice, w of mMure 

consideration, or of jocular aUusion and easy 

» ^deasantry* 
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pleasantry, or of his most severe and most 
powerful Satire. If I have {'-ead Mr. Pope's works 
aright> I think he would* at this hour, have 
luloptcd the patriotick words of him, who declared 
that a Poet was nearly and closely allied to aa 
OiTUor; ** Erigite animos j retinete vestram dig- 
*• nitatem. Manet i!U In Republic^ bonorum 
*• consensio ; dolor accessit bor^is virJs, virtus 
f non est immin4ta."Ci^^ 

Upon this consideration, If Satire should exalt 

herself, and if her language should tiecome bold 

ftnd of ancient potency, it is unjust to attribute 

it to ill-nature, or to malignity. It is the, 

deliberate, keen sensation of a mind feeling for

It must then be regarded, (as a man whofe 

thoughts were deep, and whose views werp 

clear and comprehensive, once expressed him,- 

self,) " Not as malice, but indignation and

' " is held together; a fellow-feeling, which each 

" individual has in behalf of the whole species,

" as well as of himself. And it does not appear 

" that this, generally speaking, is ac all too 
" iigi among mankind." When the sustaining 
principles are in danger, we must look and act 
beyond ourselyes. The connexion of the well- 
disposed 
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dispofed muft be closer than ever ; for safety is ift 
coherence alone, and in the order of the ftate. 
It is well expressed by Plato, I think in his 
, Timieus.when heisdiscoursir-gonthe CEconorny 
of the Universe, the arrangement, the disposition, 
and the consequent stability of the whole ;

We should feel 
them sinking and giving way, when we acknow- 
ledge in common with every man who will 
refleft deeply, what a debt of gratitude we owe to 
our ancestors who established our Constitution^

to lend his support to his own countryj 
when, publickly attacked, or secretly undermined* 
Resistance must be bold^ determined, and 
unshrinking, or it is ineffectual j nay, it is 
wone than no resistance at all. With political 
knowledge, well or ill iindentoods is now 
involved every thing which is valuable and 
worth preservation! Morality, religion, the laws, 
literature, our domestick safety, and individual 
property must perish in the common shipwreck. 

In whatever we are at present erigaged, tHB 
Cause is just and righteous. It is a war unsouglit 
and unprovoked by our aggressions; a war of self* 
defence, but extended beyond all powefs of our 
original conception. I hope and ttust we shall still 
be the instruments of a general preservation, and 

of 
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of the deliverance of Europe from the overbearing, 
desokting, and unrelenting tyranny of France, 
by a mighty co-operation and an inflexible league. 
But abore all, the internal peace, the quiet, the 
safety, the authority of the legal powen, the 
institutions, the manners, and the laws, within 
the precincts of our own Island, are the most 
immediate and dearest objects of all our labours, 
our expences, our arms, and ^ our trophies j 
worthy of unremitting vigilance, and of united

Grattan may be of the same opinion with a seditious scrib- 
bler, one M'Cormick, concerning the many headed mon- 
ster, THE Irish Dragon, "whose teeth (as M'Cormick 
" tells us) are sown, and muft ere long spring up in hosts of 
" armed Patriots, not with frantick rage to point their

He also acquaints ihera, that " They have found in Him 
an, unprofitable Servant"; (<) and they agree to the doctrine 
■wilhoui demuning. I know not from what part of his 
Address to begin a selection oijint writing ; or to produce 
instances of what Thomas Aquinas and " the encrgetick, 
*' but not popular, Romanift" Schoolmen, term " the grace 
of congruily," 

" Attend ! the curtain -wide the Mufe fhall draw. 
Nor shade from light, nor cover Him from Law." 

In the dilcussion of an important subject Mr. Grattan 
firft defcribesTuE State, as" a furious Wrestler'' ; then

But notwithstanding, boih these gjeat 
men proceededupon the true digaiiy of the human mind, 
when undebased by vice ; ajid bottom ed their opinioni 
upon the most solid seienec. Tfieir views were large, 
comprehciisive, coiinecied. They knew the nature 
and the state of man ; and ihcy saw what it would admit, 
and what (t would not tjear. Wheri they proposed 
some amendment, or some institullon which did not 
then exiet, it was in the vay of suggestion, and not of 
dogmatical imposilior). They never moved through the 
state with the sword, and the scythe in their hands. What 
^hey saw, was with the eye of a well-itistructed mind, 
lonj} prepared. by study and exercised in.disccrniuetic. 

These persdni in their generations, wer» indetd among 
the superintending ^nnnddnedeitie; of their country. Not 
so the modFrti Di^ifrf of htHnanaQdirr;'th(tugb they

I have often, when discoursing on education, dwelt 
with peculiar earnestness on- the dignity and wisdom of 
the Greek writers in almolt every department. ot* science, 
poetry, philosophy, pnliticks, and morality, I think I 
have observed, that the modern political theorills, who 
are either i|Oi versed in them at all, or but super&cially* 
and whatherefore hold them in contemptf have generally 
wandered the widest and the wildest in thefe days of 
confuiioniidiflraflioii, and convulAon. Aristotle, Plato, 
and Thucydides, to mentica no. others, well knew what 
wag the tyrannical nature of a democracy, and all itji 
appendages. None- have more strongly or more justly 
cbara£lerised and depicted it i none have held it out lo 
greater reprobation aud abhorxence. They teach ut 
alternately by neafon, and by example. 

The writings of" thefe great men have .a perpetual 
youth. >Like (he fun, their, light is always new. 
yet alw^s the came; the tottrce- of mcfltal life, 
health, vigour, chcarfulnefit, and fecundity., U guided 
our forelaihers, and it will guide us if we attend lo 
it. The Commentator, or rather the animated rival 
of Plaio, has words which, on such a subject, it U 
neither unnatural nor improper to produce and (o

I would yet add a few words on tfiefe modern philo- 
sophers. They sometimes tell us sneering, and in srorn, 
that the code of Christians is ihe code of egua/ity.Thty have 
attempted to shew this more than once. But surely 
we may ask, what is the equality hejd forth in the 
Christian Scriptures? Is it not the equality of the creatures 
before the Creator? the equaliiy of men before 
, God, and riot before each other? They everywhere 
speak of the political distinctions and ranks in society. 
They ordain tribiite to be paid to whom tribute is due ; 
cuitom to whom custom, honour to whom bonour ; and 
they defcribc all lawful power, as derived from God. 
The great Founder of ii himself acknowledged the 
image and superscription of Cxsar, His Apostles 
declare the gradations of power, delejjated by au- 
ihority; they inculcate sabmiflion to the ordinances 
of man, for the Lord's sake ; to the King, as Supreme ; 
to Governors vii Magistrates, as unto them who arc 
fint by him. Is this the pi>Utical equality of tbe boasted 
acliverers or oppressors of the world ? How long shall 
vc silver the tyrant, the blasphemer, the disorga- 
nizing Sc^hist, to triumph and to deceive us ? 

Finally ; when (he modern systems are deUocated, -aitd 
the chart of the opinions and doctrines laid ou^t in 
dcpartnientSt I would ask, What is the Picture? What 
are the objects?
